ELECTRO-MAGNETIC ENGINES. 

The possibility of applying electro-magnetism as a moving power, is 
| considered at great length’in some recent Numbers of the Brussels paper 
—L' Emancipation. In these articles the subject of electro-magnetic 
action is taken up ad inifio, and the writer, after describing the progress 
of discovery in the science, and the means adopted to procure rotary mo- 
tion by varying the poles and the cousequent magnetic attractions, pro- 
ceeds to state the recent application of this force, as a prime mover of 
machinery, by M. Jacobi, of St. Petersburgh. That philosopher, it is 
observed, after having effected a rotary motion by placing a permanent 
magnet on a pivot, so as to revolve between two electro-magnets, the 
poles of which are changed as the permanent magnet revolves, then made 
some alteration in the arrangement of the apparatus, which rendered its 
use in practice much more easy. One of these alterations consisted in 
using a conducting wire, twisted round a cylinder, instead of a loose one. 
This arrangement had engaged the serious attention of many philosophers, 
and they ascertained the different effects produced by these belices, con- 
sisting of a greater or less number of turns of wire, compared with the 
wire employed in other cases. We shall not here undertake to discuss 
continues the writer in L’ Emancipation) the relation that the entirely 
mechanical power of the Jacobi apparatus necessarily bas with the che- 
mical power of the pile.

Let us add, that the two plates which form 
each division must be of different kinds of metal—thus copper and zinc 
are generally used. All these united plates are symmetrically arranged, 
and if the zine surface of the first is turned to the left, and the copper 
surface to the right, the zine surfaces of all the rest should turn to the 
left and the copper surfaces to the right. Such, in effect, is the array ge- 
ment of the pile. Let us now see what takes place there when it is in 
action.

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MINING OPERATIONS IN SOUTH DURHAM—GREAT 
“ WINNING " AT DATTON. 
BY EDWARD STANLEY, ENGINEER, SUNDERLAND. 

Datton is a place of easy access from Darham, Sunderland, and Har- 
tlepool, by the railways that bear their respective names. On alighting 
at the Junction station, cight miles from Sunderiand, a pleasant path 
through the fields, at a mile’s distance, brings to view, over an undula- 
ting brow, the tops of five large chimnies, vomiting forth dense masses 
of smoke, which a further advance to the summit shows to emanate from 
thirty-seven large cylindrical boilers, variously ranged round the engines. 
Large piles of masonry range east and west to the extent of 200 yards, 
some covered in for the of the permanent engines ma- 
chinery, and some uncovered, upon which are poised ponderous recipro- 
cating beams, each forty tons weight, which form the medium of 
nicating the power in the cylinder to the spears. Along this range of ma- 
sonry and wood-work are sunk to various depths eight pits, baving the 
respective diameters of sixteen and fourteen feet, which are divided by 
strong brattice of three-inch deals, and well walled to the surface from the 
limestone head. To these pits radiate from twenty-nine main, staple, 
ground, and tail crabs (variously placed, according to the requirements of 
each), ropes of great strength, and those attached to the ground crabs 
are rove through two pair of six-sheaved blocks, for hanging each set for 
sinking. Workshops of various kinds are placed in close contiguity to 
the pits, to repair any breakage that may occur. A convenient position 
being taken on the south front of these works, eight engines, of various 
powers may be seen, and the comp d'@if is one certainly that cannot fail 
to gratify any one whose predilections have a turn for machinery. The 
numerous workmen all labouring in their own circumscribed and defined 
sphere of action, having given creation, are now giving direction to the 
power of those engines, which represent the energies of 1200 horses—a 
spectacle the more pleasing, because unattended with animal suffering. 
The names of Watt and Trevethic pass current in every mouth as bene- 
facters of the human race ; and, with equal truth, it may be said by those 
who remember the gin horse of former days how much they also have 
been his benefactor. 

The popular opinion in the north is, that the present steam power at 
this place is the largest of any one concern in the world. Before assu- 
ming this to be the fact, let us extend our research a little, and we shall 
find that our friends in Cornwall, in some respects, have reason to dis- 
pute this claim, The Quarterly Mining Review for July, 1835, contains 
(without distinction) the summary of the power employed on two mining 
establishnents in Cornwall for lifting water, which is said to be equal to 
4000 horses, effected by three engines of ninety-inch cylinders, three 
ditto of eighty-five inch, one of eighty, two of sixty-five, and a water- 
wheel of forty-eight feet diameter. The compiler (Mr. Burr), unfortu- 
nately, does not give the length of stroke of the engines or the breadth 
of the water-wheel. To carry out the comparison, the power must be 
divided, which gives to each 2000-horse power ; one-third of which, how- 
ever, is only required in constant action, therefore 2000—3 = 666°6 
horse-power to each concern. This, however, may be said for Datton's 
superiority—that it has the largest steam-power in the world concen- 
trated within the same limits. In the autumn of 1858 five pits were 
commenced ; these and the subsequent operations may be better under- 
stood by occasional reference to the annexed diagram.

The delays constantly recurring from these contingencies battled every 
effort to make way through the sand, notwithstanding Mr. Potter's (the 
viewer) great personal exertions.

We have received a letter from Mr. Waters, commander of the Sirens, | 
wherein he observes—** We did try as much of the fuel as Mr. Waschina- 
koff gave us, but did not get as much as would give what we considered a 
satisfactory trial; and I send you a correct copy of the only communica. 
tion I had on the subject with Mr. Waschinakotf, after leaving St, Peters- 
burgh. Where the account of the Sirius going only six and a half knots | 
with one fuel, and seven with the other, came from, is a puzzle to me, as 
a reference to my log book by no means justifies the arseriion.”” The fol. |
